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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the communication in response to the Appeal Brief filed on May 15, 2008 
for application, titled: "Method, System, and Program for Implementing an Auction Using 
Calendar Information". 

2. Claims 1-13, 15, 17-30, and 32-44 are pending in this application and have been 
examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. More specifically, 

5. Claim 1 recites "receiving a request for bids for ... to offer their service;" and 
"receiving at least one bid ... wherein the bid indicates an amount." are not definite 
because they are not tied to another statutory class. The metes and bounds of the 
claim cannot be understood because of the lack of definiteness in the claim. 

6. Claim 32 recites "An article of manufacture including code for implementing an 
auction by" is not definite because a person of ordinary skill in the art would be 
uncertain what it means since it is unclear whether "an article of manufacture" means an 
item produced by a manufacturer or whether "an article of manufacture" means a result 
produced by a computer system. The metes and bounds cannot be understood 
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because of the lack of definiteness in the claim. The Examiner suggests that the phrase 
be rewritten to as "A computer readable medium comprising computer readable code 
that when executed implements an auction by performing the following:" This is a 
suggestion only, and the Applicant may amend the claim that he or she believes is more 
appropriate. 

7. Since independent claims 1 and 32 are rejected, all their dependent claims 2-13 
and 33-44 are also rejected because of their dependency on claims 1 and 32. 

8. Applicant is requested to also amend the dependent claims 2-13 and 33-44 to be 
consistent with the independent claims 1 and 32. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1-13, 15, 17-30, and 32-44 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and 
to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
